to adjourn the leglslatare on Friday for the 
space of oil weeks, or until May 9. It had 
boon couBiderod oortain that oonaideration 
of remedial order wonld be proooeded witlj 
to day or Fridsy. Tlie Attorney-General 
sprang the aurprise by giving notice on 
behalf of the Premier thot Hon. Mr. Green- 
way would move on Friday that when the 
house adjoarned that day it stand adjaurned 
until Tiiuraday, May 9. 

The government iiavo already opened 
oommunioation with certain eminent con- 
stitutional lawyers, and eubmittod to thorn 
for their advice some of the chief points 
alTeotiog iho jurisdiction of the legislatare. 
The opinions of those gentlemen will doubt- 
less have a bearing on the policy to be 
adopted by tits Koveramenfi tMtore tise boose 
reasiembles In May. 

Premier Oreenwfty 'in the -boose this 
nfternoon aaid the gOverOBliot did 
not see any reason whatever to change its 
position or its opinion In regard to the school 
system. ,Tiie remedial order, however, had 
raised oohstlttiUonRi questions exceeding in 
gravity and importance any since confedera- 
tion, these questions aiTeoling every prov- 
ince of the Dominion ; and, therefore, longor 
conaideratlon was required. 

The Urangemen at the Grand Lodge ses- 
sion to-diy passed resolutiona urging the 
Manitoba government to stand by their 
national echool syatcm.

He Desires an Ironclad to Protect the 
Twenty Tlioosand Japan- 
ese Sjlaves. 



Sak Fbangisoo, Maroh 28,— Joaquin Mil- 
leriiijia retorned. from Hawaii. Xhe poet 
left Honololu aoddenly, with no other bag- 
gage than a oopy of his poems. His in- 
tended departure was kept seorsb, as he 
says ho was afraid the ofEolals of the gov- 
ernment would pat him in prison. Miller 
is very bitter against) the men in oontrol in 
HawaiL He denoonoes the treatment ao- 
oorded the political prisoners as barbarons 
in the extreme, and says that men are 
dying in prison for want of air and proper 
food. Ho predicts that a Slibustering ex- 
pedition will be organized to go to Hooolula 
and resoue the politioal prisoners. When 
asked if be was done with Hawaii the poet 
said : 

" I have not bfgun. I am going to wait 
and aeo who goea down there to liborate 
those men. Possibly they may be eoC at 
liberty when their ouptors get bidly soared, 
for they are awful cowards. 13ut if they do 
not liberate thorn, tho very last and lowest 
of tho politiciil prisoners, and then return 
the lands appropriated from tho natives and 
the QuBon under the name of crown lands, I 
shall go to Japan. I am no stranger at tho 
Japanese court, I think I shall only have to 
state tho oase and promise political righta to 
the oppteaaed 20.000 contract alaves of 
Japan down there to got an Ironclad. There 
aro hundreds of good men down there kept 
in the vilest prisons by men who betrayed a 
woman and robbed her, and there is plenty 
of gold and a kingdom waiting for whoever 
will liberate those good men. The soldiers 
down there will not fight for Dole, They 
won't fight to keep those men in prison. It 
is not human. la fact, they are all falling 
out. I doubt if Dole has any friends at all 
who aro not under pay as civil or military 
oiiiocra, nr in some way selfishly interested 
in his oligarchy. There has been nothing 
nearly so monstroas since the reign of ter 
ror. The yard in front of tho penitentiary 
is crowded with poor native women wailing 
rurns to see father, husband, son. I have 
often gone early in tho morning and waited 
tho whole day through without venturing 
to intoroodo. I had to l)o very oarcful for 
fear I might do harm inatoad of good. I am 
in the possession of fearful facta. I call tho 
ottontion of tho world to thoao, after waiting 
too long. Too many aro in j'iil down there. 
If that prison were hero the women of Cali- 
fornia would not let it stand two days." 

Miller makea an appeal for books to bo 
sont to the political priaonors, as they bavo 
nothing to do and nolhing to road, and an- 
leiia they have something to do to divert 
their minds thoy may go mad. 

Speaking of President Dole, Miller said : 

" Ho is, perhaps, the noblost looking man 
to bo found ut the head of any government. 
But how he can go to church regularly, as ho 
does, breathing the freah, awoot Sunday air 
of Honolulu, with those hundreds of hollow 
eyes peering through the bars, and those 
livid lips gapping for breath, it something I 
do not know." 

Of the ex>qaoen Miller says ; 

"Of all those who partiaipated in ber 
arrest and trial, and of all that was said and 
done, the only Cbcistlaa was that, poor, 
dusky old woman in the midst of buodreds 
of cruel men. The only Christian act or 
utterance came from her."

CAKADA'S F0EB8T WEALTH 

The Basis of an Immense ilndnstry— Brltlsb 
Columbia Spruce the Hope for 
Future Exports. 

Ottawa, Maroh 28.— The report on the 
forest wealth of the Dominion jasb laaaed 
makes the atatament that in Canadai in the 
various iifdostrles depending for tbeir exist, 
ence upon the supply of wood, there is in- 
vested capital amounting to nearly $100, 
000,000, the annual wags list being over 
$30,000,000, with an output valued at close 
upon $110,000,000. From the mass of cited 
data the conclusion is drawn that Canada is 
now within a measurable distance of the 
time when, with the exception of spruce as 
to wood, and of British Colombia as to pro- 
vinces, it shall cease to be a wood exporting 
country, 

BRITAIN IN AFEIOA. 



Her Eelationa With Franco in That 
Territory Debated in tho 
Imperial House. 



A Good Understandinff Between tho 
Two Governments and Little 
Prospect of Friciiou. 



London, Maroh 28,— Sir 1*. Aahmoad 
Bartlett, Conservative member for SbefBe!d, 
opened an interesting debate in tho Com- 
mons this evening on Great Britain's rela- 
tions to France In Africa, Ho moved a re- 
duction of tho foreign force and oatimatoa 
for the purchase. He first directed tho at 
tention of tho House to the enoroaohments 
which the government permitted Franoo to 
make npon 8iam. In Afrioa, he said. Franca 
is still more active than in Asia, She has 
sont oub an expedition which is monacing 
the Upper Nile and is seizing African terri- 
tory recognized as being for within the 
British Bpboro of influenoe. 

Sir Edward Grey, parliamentary secre- 
tary of the foreign otEoe, said Grea' Britain 
stood in such a position of trust in E^ypt as 
to make the Britleh and Egyptian spherea 
of influonce cover the whole Nile waterwiiy. 
The house ought to be careful about giving 
credence to the rumor that a French expe- 
dition has been sent to the Nile country to 
occupy the valley of tho river. The 
foreign ofEoe has no reason to suppose 
that any French expedition either has 
been instructed to enter the Nile 
valley, or has the intention to do so. He 
could not believe it possible in the face ef 
tho fact that the British government's views 
wore fully known to Franoo. The advance 
of a French expedition under secret ordera 
from the west side of Afrioa into territory 
eiibjecb to British claims, whose rightful- 
ness has long been known, would be not 
only an inconsistent and unexpected 
act, but also an unfriendly one, 
and would be regarded aa SQch 
by the government, (Hear, hear.) 
\Vithout doubt African affairs for the last 
ten years had oaosed oontiderable anxiety 
as to what might happen in the foture. 
During these Vaara no provooation bad 
been given France from the Briciah 
aide. Kogland bad atriven to the ut- 
most to reoonotle the oocaaional oonfllots 
of interests. Xhe government would con- 
tinue to pursue this line of policy, omitting 
nothing calculated tomaintain good relations 
with franco, while at the same.time uphold- 
ing the undoubted claims of Great Britain. 
To that end tho co-operation of the ]<renoh 
government and French public opinion is 
necessary, but this co-operation onght to be 
obtained easily. He relied upon the eenao 
of justice characterizing the French govern- 
ment and people to help reconcile thti con- 
fiicting interests of the powers in parts of 
thn world which are but little known. 
(Cheers. ) 

Joseph Chamberlain, tho Liberal-Union- 
ist leader, spoke of Sir Edward's statement 
as the olearoBt and most satisfactory de- 
claration yet heard on thia subject from a 
responsible representative of the govern 
ment. Ho now saw, he said, that unless a 
clear ntiders'.anding with France as to Afri- 
can affiire can bo reached, the most serious 
consequoDcea may easily ensue. Tho state- 
ment ought to leave Great Brit- 
ain's olain.a on Egypt beyond all misun- 
derstanding. Tho whole Nile volley from 
tho lakca to tho sea is either within tho 
ICgyptiaii or Britiah sphere of influenoe, and 
that claim on Groat Britain's pare had beeu 
withing tho knowledge of France for Bvo 
years. He aaaomed that the claim had 
never been dispoted by France He must 
remind the house, however, that aa recently 
aa at the becrinning of thia month the state 
mcnb was made, unchecked, in the Frenoh 
ohambor and In the preaonoe of the 
minister of foreign afl-virs, that 
Fn.nco'a object waa always to make lifgland 
foci that her prcsonoo in lOgypt was harmful 
and that Franoo could come up with hor 
claewhero than in the Mediterranean. If 
tho Frenoh government did not accept such 
BtatonientB it ought to repudiate them. 
Franco ought to be questioned regarding her 
expedition to tho Nile valloy. (Hear, hear.) 

Henry Labouohcre, the liadloil leader, 
pronounced Sir Edward Grey'a Bpecoh a 
menace to Franco (Oh, Oh.) Ho quite 
understood those crifB of "Oh, Oh." 'f'hcy 
came from tho Norl^h members who were 
delighted to find a Liberal minister acting 
upon their prinoiplos, (Hoar, hoar.) Thia 
apoeoh was a menace on tho linos of tho 
familiar warning, " Hands off " Certain 
membora acorn to imagine the Nile to be as 
muoh Ikitish property aa the Thames ; and 
he for ono could not feel anrprised that, in 
vibw -f such statements, France is not 
friendly. 

Sir Edward Grey denied that hia state- 
ment had implied in any way a mooaoe to 
France. (Hear, hear. ) The qoeation of a 
general settlement of their reapeotive Inter- 
ests in Afrioa, fie aald, ia aoder dlioussion 
between the two ooontries. ;..!Ebe British 
olalma baye been atated olearly. 

Sir F. Aabmead Bartlett aaid that in 
view of the aatisfaotory reply of the Gov- 
ernment he withdrew hia motion.

London, Maroh 28 —Sir Ihooiaa Mo- 
Ilwraith, chief secretary and secretary for 
railways in Queensland, has resigned his 
portfolio on account of hia recent aorious 
lllnosa, and Premier Wilson has undertaken 
tho duties of tha ministry. Sir Thomas 
remains in the cabinet as minister nltbout a 
portfolio. 



(From Oor Own Correspondenbt 

Ottawa, March 28.— The political atmos- 
phere has boon heavily charged all day, bat 
there aro indications to-night of ita being 
relieved shortly. All sorts of rumors have 
been pub in circulation here and abroad, bnt 
there is nob much difiiculty in sifting the 
troth from the f aisebood. One report bad it 
that after all parliament was to be dla- 
solved, but there camn a quick 
refutation in the official announcement that 
writs for the bye-elections in four vacant 
oonatitoenciea had actually been issued. 
Then there waa a revival of yesterday's 
rumor that Hon. George Foster bud resigned. 
I saw the Premier during the afternoon and 
he flatly denied this statementi. Mr. Foster, 
ho said, ia confined to hia houae by an 
attack of rheumatiam, and will 
probably nob be up town for three or fonr 
days. Subsequently I saw the Minister of 
Finance at hia home, and he confirmed the 
Premier's statement, intimating that bis 
illness had been brought on by a cold oanght 
at the University dinner. Thus waa romor 
No. 2 eiTeotually disposed of. 

Your uorrespondent has good reason for 
believing that Sir C. H. Tupper will retain 
tho portfolio of Minister of Juatioe. To- - 
marrow will see the matter definitely 
settled. I bad a long chat with him to night 
but he would not say anything for publica- 
tion. He remarked thao he is atiil Minister 
of Juatioe, and that until he coaaes to be a 
member of the government he must de- 
cline to discuss his intentiona on any 
subject which may be under tho considera- 
tion of the government. Sir Charles waa at 
his oiSce for two hours this afternoon. 
During the day Sir Donald Smith called 
upon him and they were in consultation for 
a long time. Romor has it that Sir Donald ', 
haa offered his services towards effeoting a 
settlement of the di£Saulty. 

There appears to be no question now that 
the reason assigned by your correepondant 
for Sir Charles tendering his resignation — 
viz , that parliament ahould have been dis 
solved immediately the remedial order was 
passed — is correct. Now that parlia- 
ment has been called, he believes 
that it should decide on remedial 
legislation. If Manitoba hesitates to obey 
the order, Premier Greenway may eSaob a 
compromise on the school iasne, hot if be 
does not then the next elections will lie 
fooght on the issue of justice to the minority 
in Manitoba as elsewhere. 

The programme at the coming session will 
be somewhat as follows : The apeeoh from 
the throne will ooople with a reference to 
the isaoe of tbe\ remedial order an exprea- 
alon of the hope that the Manitoba legiala- 
tore will follow a oonatitntional oonrae and 
give eifeab to the finding of the jodl- 
oial committee of the Privy Coonoil, " Joe " 
Martin or some other agitator will probably 
move an amendment deprecating any inter- 
ference with Manitoba, and this will raise 
the whole issue. On division the govern- 
ment will probably have a majority of 80 or 
90, for It is impossible to conceive how tho 
Quebec members on either side can avoid 
supporting tho ministerial position. 

Ab a meeting of tho cabinet held this 
morning an order-in-counoil was passed au- 
thorizing tho issue of writs for byo elections 
in Haldlmand, Antigonish, Verchores and 
Quebec West. These elections take place 
simultanrously, nominations beini; fixed for 
April 10, and polling for April 17, lha day 
preceding the opening of the house. 

The long standing dispute between the 
Dominion government and the government 
of British Columbia regarding tho lands in 
the railway belt, was finally adjusted to- 
day at a conference between Cnief Juatico 
Davie, Sir Mackerzio Bovvell, Hon. 
T. M. Daly and Hon. John Haggarb. 
By this sottlemonb the Dominion agrees, 
upon receiving from tho Provinoo tho 
inoneya tho latter obtained in payment for 
lands in tho railway belt, to issue Dominion 
patents to tho holders of thoao landa, pro- 
vided thry aro nob already covered by pat- 
ents issued by the Dominion. The registra- 
tion conooBsion by the provincial legislatare 
was aieo confirmed.

It has been aohievt d, however, by 
so modifying the exaot parallels which re- 
present the twenty mile boundaries as to 
make them conform to township linos. 
This involved, of course, a lot of " give 
and take," bub in the bulk the sections cub 
by tho exaot boundary have been pretty 
fairly apportioned between tho railwoy com- 
pany and the province. To the people of 
Rovoldtoke tho provincial recognition of 
Dominion patents and vice versa will bo a 
groat boon. 

At tho ooDferenoo the subject of tho grant- 
ing of part of the Songheoa rescrvo to Vic- 
toria for railway purposes, tho protection of 
Indians and the prevention of smuggling on 
the Northwest ooaats of British Columbia 
wore also discussed, bub no definlto arrango- 
mcntn were reached.

CHANG IS NOT HELPLESS. 

He Hm Spared Uls Own Army as a Last Re- 
sort Should Olliclal Enemies 
Oppreas lllm. 

Corroapondenoo from Tokio rooeivod by 
the steamer Tacoma thua atatea tho peculiar 
joaitlon of China'a repreaentativo on the 
peace commiesion : 

" The repreaontativea cf foreign powera in 
both oonntriea appear to bo united in tho 
belief that peace is near at hand. Tho 
Japaneae miniatera of state are dlapoaed to 
concur in thia opinion, though nut, por- 
hapa, with unqualified truat. There are 
some features of the Chineae proceedinga 
whioh are not calculated to inapire complete 
confidence. Ndver beforo has the Manchu 
ooart conferred authority to deal with auch 
vital queationa as are now at isaue upon an 
official of Li Hung Cbang'a standing, or 
upon one of pure Chineae blood. Negotia- 
tions for peace .with foreign nations have 
always proved illusive, unleas conducted by 
a member of the reigning family. For a 
abort time ib waa given out bhat Prince 
Kung would be selected to lead the embaaay, 
and the appointment would certainly have 
bolter Buited tho rtqulremonta of tho eitua- 
tion. It would bo u serious matter to dis- 
avow and discredit tho aovproiga'a undo, 
whoroaa the viceroy of tho Cliih provinooa 
would loBo hia head at a momonl'B notice, if 
tho court oonsidered it oxpodiont to thus 
diapoBO of him. 

The treatment ho has undergone in tho 
p4at six monthn alforda ample evidence of 
chu alight bold he has upon the Imperial 
good will. Not a few of his cauutrymun 
boliovo that tho niiaaion to Japan ia in pur- 
Huanoe of a Bchomo for hiu uttor ruin, ond 
that however hia errand terminatoB, ho 
will be proclaimed faithless, and doomed to 
death. Othera, and tho majority, think 
that ao skilled an export in laying trapa for 
his victims ia nut likely to bu lured una- 
wares to hiu own dcatruotlon. It is a notori- 
ona fact that aince last September nono 
of tho troopa gathered under his standard 
have taken any part in the operations of the 
war. They are the best drilled forces in 
China, bub although repeatedly ordered to 
join the armies In tho field, nnder Generals 
^iang, or Lin, or Wu, they have refused to 
listen to any leader but their patron the 
vloeroy, who keeps them distributed here 
and there, mainly in the adjoining province 
of Shantung, always ready to respond to 
hia summons. If, during his abaenco in 
Japan, his onemioB gob tho upper hand, ho 
will still have tho niutirial moacn to oxeouto 
the great coup of which, in tho last extrem- 
ity, he is believed to bo capable."

CHANGE FOE THE BETTER. 



Business Improvement Has Set 
With a Distinctness Which 
Shows Pemaneuey. 



In 



The Late Bepresstoa Ha| Left the 
Commerce of the States in a 
Hopeful Position. 



New York, Maroh 23.— Henry Clews & 
Co. 'a weekly financial circular of this date 

Bays : ' 

" The improvement of buaineaa on the 
atock exchange, foreabadowed in late week- 
ly advioes, has appeared within the past 
week with a distinotneaa and force whioh 
show that it ia real and deatined to be per- 
manent. The bituminoua coal companiea 
have settled their diffioulties ; the anthra' 
cite dilTerences are on the eve of being ad. 
justed ; railroad earnings are incroaalngj; 
the reorganization of broken down railroada 
ia progreaaing ; silver baa advanced 4c. an 
ounce ; cotton and wheat have gone up ma 
torially, which are all factora that oontri 
buto to help the atock market and atimulate 
inorcaaed buying for inveatment account. 
The Rothachild connection with the United 
Statea loan and the auoceas in placing the 
bonds In Europe cannot fail to lead the way 
and atimulate London and Continental buy- 
ing of Ameri^n railroad aecuritiee, which 
at preaent prices are certainly more tempt- 
ing than anything ofTared in other aeotiona 
of the world, 

"In eatimating the future, it ia not to be 
overlooked that, in aome very important re- 
epeota, thia country ia now in a materially 
better poaition than it was before the late 
depreaaion eet in. So far aa concerns the 
currenoy queation, upon which eo much hae 
depended, that is certainly the case. Two 
yeara ago, we were in the midst of alarm 
and apprehension that the nation might be 
precipitated upon the silver basis. The 
danger was all the greater beoasse the pos- 
ition and the question were not understood 
but greatly misunderstood, and much edu- 
cation of public opinion on the eubj-;-cb was 
needed. As a nation, our ignorance 
equalled our alarm. Legislation on the 
question was nndertaken with utter lack of 
qualification to deal with it intel- 
ligently, and congreaa accomplished 
virtually nothing towards a Bottle- 
ment, liut all this fear and agitation 
has boon attended with a profound examina- 
tion into the principles at ieeue ; already 
public opinion has bocome intelligent if not 
fully matured ; false priaclplea have been 
discredited and stops are being taken for 
bringing public sentiment to a point at 
which a broad and aound policy may bo 
formulated for tho future guldonce of politi- 
cal leodora and of the now Congress. In 
this way the people are being trained to a 
standard at which a large majority of them 
may be trusted to stand firm for a aound 
system of currency. On this large national 
question, therefore, we may feel aasured 
that we havo pasaed from a condition of 
positive danger to one of prospective 
aecurity. 

" The tariffqueation, which two yeara ago 
was having a paralyzing elfooti upon industry 
has had ita day. It haa been settled in a 
way lesa calculated to diaturb businesa than 
was at first feared ; the manufacturing In- 
toreats have already found ways for adapt- 
ing their business to tho new oonditiocs ; 
and it can hardly be said that the new State 
of afTairs la really, upon the whole, obstruc- 
tive to the progress of our industrial in- 
teroata. Thua in the induatriea there la a 
vast gain upon tho condition of dietrust and 
paralysis that existed two years ago. 

' There are other points at which our in- 
dustrial poaition has, in certain important 
aiipoctB, very materially improved. Two 
years ago wo wore at tho climax of a world- 
over-production of manuf aotures. Ib was 
tlio result of tho growth of modern im- 
proved plant and capanitios of production 
far in excess of any poaaibilitiea of con- 
aumption, ond waa at tho same timo a con- 
ocquonce of an overdoing of trade in tho 
rawer and Bemi-civilizod populations of tho 
world. Our own country direotly sympa- 
tliizud with this iLiiation of trade in other 
countries and bad, at the same timo, its 
own forms of over-supply. Two radical 
changes must be mads before the bcginninga 
of recovery could appear, Firat, thoro 
must be a reduction in prices, 
in order to admit of an enlarged 
oonaumptlon ; and next thoro muat be acme 
ourtailment of production ; while at aome 
later stage, when these reliefs had been rea- 
lizad, there would be a ohanoo for tho 
development of new consumptive wanta. 
The first of these neoeasitles has been met 
by a Kenoral and large decline in tho prices 
not only of goods, bub also of raw matcriule, 
moat of the latter being now selling at pricea 
unprecedented within the preaent genera- 
tion. Thia reduction of production has been 
brought about by a painful bnt natural 
and inevitable process. The older plant, 
being unaduptud to oheapneaa of produc- 
tion, hua hud to be retired from uae, and 
must bo regarded as in a largo moaauro 
extinguished, as under tho reduced aculo of 
prices ib ,can now bo worked only 
at n loss. In this way, bankrupt com- 
petition has been eliminated, and tho re- 
maining active machinery is of tho most 
approved ond economical typo, and ia quali- 
fied to run at a profit upon the lower acale 
of prices that baa been oatabliabed, Thia 
change is of immense value to our in- 



diiatrios ; for ib not only iidmita of earning 
profita at lower pricea, but also puta us in a 
poaition to compete with other countries In 
tho markets of tho world, tho oiTeot of this 
transition being already opparent in many 
surface indications of the probable opening 
of new foreign outleta for our manufaoturoa 
" The facts above reviewed reveal a 
situation in our industries full ofj hope for 
the future, and afford promises of an early 
healthy development of the trade of the 
country," 



NEWS OP HAWAII. 

Another Thoiuand of Japan Laborers— Eager 
For Some Cable OiTer. 

San Francisco, March 28. — Hawaiian 
advices state that the appropriation to 
cover the expenses of the rebellion baa been 
raised $15,000, and will undoubtedly reach 
$100,000 beforo all the troubles are pasaed 
The failure of the cable appropriation in 
congreaa has in no degree leaaoned the inter 
eat in cable mattera. Tho ottitude of t.be 
United Statea furniahea food for much ad- 
verao criticism, and glvoa tho British sym- 
patbizsrs ground for argument that is hard 
to meet. In an interview regarding a re- 
ported proposition from a private corpora- 
tion for asaistanoe from this oonotrir, a 
member of the cabinet said to-day : " We 
have received no proposition or suggestion 
from any. private source. We aro ready at 
any time to consider any proposition that 
may advance tiie interests of thia nation, 
but thus far no assistance for a cable has 
been requested,"

His Opinion on the School Question 
Hu8 Been Chanffed by iho 
Jadicial Comtuittee's. 

He Advises Manitoba to Yield the 
Folnt and Sugferests a Coarse 
of Action. 

(From tho Nor'-Wostor, Winnipeg.) 

" The Nor'- Wester would like to know 
yonr opinion on the present position of the 
Manitoba aohool qaoation," B»Id ft repreaen' 
tativo of this paper to Mr. Hngh John 
Macdonald this morning. 

" I am oat of politics for good and all, and 
cnnseqnently it can be of no importanoo to 
anyone what my opinion is," vraa the reply 
bnt the Nor'- Wester insisted that its readers 
would like to have it anyway. And Mr 
Macdonald, coneentiDg, aald : " Well, 
need scarcely tell you that I have always 
been strongly in favor of national as opposed 
to separate aobools. I may add< too, that 
in this respeob my opinion remains un- 
changed. 

" When yon were in the house yon ex 
pressed yoarself very strongly on the sobool 
qoesMoa, did yoa not J " 

** I most certainly did, in fact I even wont 
BO far as to state that if any remedial legis- 
lation were attempted I would carry my op 
position to the extent cf voting want of con 
tidenco in the government I wiiS elected tc 
support, and whose general policy I ap 
proved, and in this speech I exprcaacd my 
hooent Bontiments," 

" 11*8 tho dfcoiaion of tho judicial commit 
tee of tho privy council changed your 
opinion in uuy rcapoct ?" 

" No, not in so tar as tho religious merits 
of national separate schoola are ooncernod, 
but I must confoDB thai it baa totally altered 
my poaition. When I read tho telegraphic 
report of the judicial oommittoe of the privy 
council I oouaidorod chat there waa nothing 
in it at all to alter my poaition, but 
when I road tho full report of 
the judgment I was oompellod moat 
unwillinaly, to admit that tho ground 
had sunk from under mo, leaving me no 
foothold. It/ is only fair to myaolf to aay 
that when 1 was in tho House of Commone, 
and in fiot np to the time chat I road tho 
verbatim account of what took place before 
the Privy Council, I was under tho improa- 
eion that tho bill pasaed on Mr. Blake's 
reaolntior, giving the government of the 
day power co refer educational queations to 
the court for deolaion, referred only tu quea- 
tions of law, and I thought no macter what 
the judgment of the Privy Council might be 
on iho quQBtion of law, tho Govurnor- 
Gencrikl in Cjunoil had to determine the 
question of fact. 

" Oa reading the judgment of the judicial 
committee, however, and on referring to 
Hansard, I found that the act went much 
farther than I believed and give tho govein- 
ment power , to refer questions, not 
only of law, bat also of fiot, to 
the courts ; tbao in purauauoa of 
this power they bad aotually referred the 
whole matter to the courts for decision 
and that the jadiciai committee iu their 
jadgmonb had tound nob only that tho Ro- 
man Catholio minority had a right, under 
the terms of the British North America aot, 
to apply to tho Govornor-Generul-in-Counoll 
for remedial legiaUtion, but; also that thoy, 
the Roman Ctcnolio minority, had euscained 
a seriona injury by the passage of tho Mani- 
toba school act of 1890. Such being the 
case I do not aee whao course was open to 
the government ( f Canada, composed aa it Is 
of honorable men, .than to carry out the 
judgment of the court, unless indeed they 
were willing to violate the constitution and 
take the poaition of saying to the Roman 
Catholics : It is very tree that the higheat 
•oort of appeal to which a British colonist 
can go b^vu decided that you have sus- 
tained an injury of a very grave nature and 
that yon have a right to redreaa, bub not- 
withatanding this we intend to on the 
principle that * might ia right, and to refuse 
to make any move in tho matter at all. 

" Aa I havo stated before I have arrived 
at this conoluaion moab unwillingly and 
with greac hesitation, bat aa a loyal British 
subject I Eee no courae open to me but co 
bow to the conetitution, and to take my 
medicine like a man no matter how unpalat- 
able it may bo. When tho earlier decision 
— I mean that In Barrett va. the City cf 
Winnipeg — was given I took the grouod 
that our Roman Catholic citizens were 
bound, to abide faithfully by it, and now 
that the boot ia on the other leg, and that 
they have come ont victorious I am cur- 
tainly not going to whino about it or rtfuao 
to reoognfse the force of a judgment which 
I would have inatated to the utmost of my 
power on their recognizing, had it beon in 
favor of the views which I have always up 
held." 

" What course do you think will bo 
adopted by the provincial government !" 

*' I really am nob in confidence with Mr. 
Greeuway or hia ooUoagues, but I trust th it 
in this matter thoy will bo actuated by tho 
spirit of patriotism and will go aa far ua tbey 
conaoionliously can to moot tho judgment of 
tho judicial oommitteo, I have no doubt 
that they may acoro a party triumph by ap- 
pealing to tho religious bigotry and to tho 
very strong feeling in favor of national 
sohoola which undoubtedly prevuila in this 
provinoe, but knoving aovoral of thcni inti 
mately aa 1 do, I um by no moana without 
hope that) thty will on this oooaaion riao 
superior to t'lo temptation to adopt this 
oourao and will take stops which will nolr 
render ib nocoaaary for the parliament of 
Canada to enaoc remedial legislation and by 
80 doing take tho control of educational 
matters to a certain extent at leuat, out of 
the hands of the provincial asaombly." 

" Whttb ohaogen in tho School act will 
eatiafy the Dominion govornmout ? " 

*'£ have had no commnnicktion on tho 
snbjeot with the Premier or any member of 
the Dominion cikbineb and oooaeqaeotly oan- 
nob pretend to speak with authority. My 
own opinion is, however, that all thoy 
would requirB wonld b» that tho mandate 
of the judicial eommittee of tho privy coun- 
cil should be carried onb and bhe Roman 
Catholios of Manitoba placed in the position 
whioh they occupied before the school act 
of 1890 was pasaed, and am sure that no 
objsotion would bo raiaed to tho provincial 
.>uthoritio8 inaiating upon a rigid inapeotiou 
of separuto as woll aa tho public schoola unu 
on tho qualifiotion of the tcachoro in tho 
separate schools, eo that thero could bo no 
douh'< of thiiir being aa eiliuieut and afford 
as eood a chancn of acquiring a liboral edu- 
cation as tho public schools did." 

" Do you think the action of the govern- 
ment will be popular or anpopular in tbia 
province ! " 

" It win bo decidedly unpopular at flrat. 
No one who knows anything of Manitoba 
can doubt that for a moment, but I boliuve 
that tbia opinion will bo changed by tho 
sober second thought to whioh our people 
are inclined for I feel sure that us soon as 
they realize that the aotion of tho Domin- 
ion government amounts to nothing more 
than carrying out bhe mandate of bhe 
bigheab oonrb in the lealm and resborlng to

WAsiUNdTON, March 28.— An amendment

It; uppoars that tho Canadian pjnohor, not 
content with tho deatructidu of neala, is 
laying havoc in thu wilda of Alaska where 
ame biidd muko n^sta in tho euniiner and 
roar their young. Theao egga havo been 
found valuable in tho manulaoture of cer- 
tain ortiolea, and are taken by thousands.

1?hi8 is faovr tba Hamilton Speotator 
deaoribea the present phase ot the Manitoba 
Bohflol qnestion : 

The case then stands this way : The order 
of the privy ooasoil has been carried out, 
and the members of the Dominioo govern- 
ment and Conservative party are entirely at 
liberty to take any view of the qaestion 
which may seem to them to be ri;;ht. The 
action of the judloial committee has not in 
tho least degree Gommitted the Liberal-Con- 
servative governnienr, or the Liberal. Con- 
servative party to any view whatever on the 
qaestion of Manitoba sohoola. 

Tho Mail and Empire explains the situa- 
tion in this way : 

The substance of the jadgment was, In a 
word, that " the Governor General-in Coun- 
oilcoald hear an 'appeal, that tho appeal in 
this case waa well founded, and that the 
oonrse to be pureaed * must be determined 
'by the authorities to whom it has been com- 
mitted by the statute.' " Acting nnder tho 
deoision of the highest tribanal, the Oov- 
'ernor in-Connoil has heard the complaint, 
and has remitted the case as ceqaired 
by law, with aooompanying snggestions, 
to the Manitoba Government for aotion. 
Failing action in that quarter Parliament, 
of course, will be free to talce cognizinco of 
the qaestion, and to legislate upon it. It 
aeems reasonable, however, to suppose that 
Mr. Greenway may now remove the issue 
from the Dominion arena, Mr. Laurler 
said in Parliament two years ago that if it 
could be proven that rights or privilegea 
had been taken from tho minor- 
ity he would himself appeal to 
Air. Greenway to do what is pro- 
per in the premises. An excellent oppor- 
tunity for this appeal now presents itself. 
It would be far more honorable in Mr. 
Laurier to carry out his promiae than to 
continue his malediotiona upon Protestnnta 
and Orangemoa via Tarte, and his attacks 
upon Roman CatholloB by way of Martin. 

We are very much afraid that if the Mail 
and Empire expects Mr. Laorier or Mr. 
Greenway or any other leading Liberal to do 
anything towards settling the Manitoba 
School qaestion speedily and without sectar- 
ian diasention and hurtful agitation, it will 
be greatly disappointed. It is quite evident 
that the Liberal politicians, almost without 
exception, are at preaent lying low in the 
hope of being able to make capital for their 
4>arty out of any step which the Government 
jnay take in tho matter, wholly independent 
of tho direction in which it is taken. They 
are evidently bound to be " agin the Gov- 
onimont " whether it ia right or whether It 
ia wrong, 

SOnsn DOOTRINE. 

The Hon. David Mills is one of the 
thinkers of the Dominion. He has natur- 
ally strong powers of miDd, and reading and 
'reflection have made him a man of wide in- 

tolllgonco. Tnko him out of tho rut of 
Grit party politica and It will bo found that 
Mr. Mills' opinions on moat of the aabjecta 
of the day are sonnd and decidedly con- 
servative in their tendency. He has read 
maoh and thought much about the science 
of government, and be has oome to oonolu- 
aiona with which all loyal Canadiana and all 
sound ConBorvativos will ogrce. Tho apoooh 
which Mr. Mills recently delivered at Wal- 
laceburc;, Ontario, contained the following 
passage : 

Our constitutional system ia better than 
that of tho United States, for it is, in point 
of time, a century in advanco ; and our con- 
elitutional Byatom is such that it adjusts it- 
self to the progress of Booioty. With ua jus- 
tice is nioro promptly administered, tho laws 
are more strictly enforced and orlme more 
certainly puuinhcd. That oar system is 
more flexible than theirs cannot bo doubted, 
lb secures unity of aotion between tho leg- 
islative and oxocutivo departments of gov- 
ernment, which theirs does not ; but, how- 
ever this may be, each may think as ho 
pleases, without any unfriendly feeling to- 
wards the other. But there are amongst us 
many persons who are of opinion that onr 
altimate destination is separation. I don't 
(bink this at all necessary to secure 
sovereign antfaotity and the full sta- 
ture of a free state. Oar powers of 
self fjovernment are oonstantly being 
enlarged. They keep pace with our noces- 
sitloB, and when we attain the maturity of a 
Eovcroign state wo shall have its attributes 
and still" remain within the pale of the Brit- 
lah empire. We have but to permit tho great 
moral and political forces which now operate 



within the empire to continne and they will 
work oat, by the law of evolntion, the most 
peifsot, the most satisfaotory aolutlon of 
the relation in whioh the different parts of 
this grieat empire shall stand towards eaoh 
other. 

This is soand dootrine. Every day is 
proving tiiat the British oonatltntional sys- 
tem is better than that of the United States. 

Canada, on account of the souadness of its 
constitution, is frco from many of the ills 
with which the body politio In the United 
States ia (.fllioted, ^and its prospects 
are brighter and inuoh . -more oHeer- 
iog than those of the United Statee. 
The people of the neighboring Republlo 
are called upon to contend with many aerl- 
ous evils and to guard against dangers, some 
of thetn imminent, that are unknown In 
Canada. The working of Canadian insti- 
tutions makes for peace, harmony and good 
order. The tendencies in many parts of the 
United States and among some olasees are 
In exaotly the opposite direction. There la 
a turbulent and restless element in United 
States society whioh ia beooming exceedingly 
diiBonlt to control. The habit of cheerful 
obedience to the law which prevails in all 
parts of the Dominion is oonspiouonaly ab- 
sent in the United Stateii and there is an 
elomenb of strong common senso in 
tho Canadian peoplo which prevents 
their rushing to extremes, which, as has 
been exemplified in recent crises, neems 
to bo wanting in certain classes of the oiti- 
zsns of the United States. 

One of the cfTeots of the mixture of races 
in the United States Boems to ba to weaken 
tho moderation and to lessen tho good acueo 
for which the English race has always been 
remarkable. Political cfaangea take place 
in England and the Britisb people make 
steady industrial progress. But the political 
ohangea are gradual, and the progress is 
not often Interrupted by turbulent com- 
motiona. There have been violent; rovolu- 
tions in almost every other civilized ocun. 
try. Groat Britain has made as great ad- 
vances aa any of them, but she has made 
them for tho moat part quietly and by eon. 
Btitational means. Canadians have in- 
herited this capacity for orderly self.govorn- 
mont, and it does not appear aa yet, at any 
rate, that they are in any danger of losing 
it. They have good institations and have, 
so far, shown an ability to make a good use 
of them. 



for one person to obtain complete control 
over another the fewer who acquire that in- 
flusnae and who exercise it the better. It 
is a moat dangerous power for anyone to 
possess, and it ia not everyone who can be 
entrusted with it. 

' Those who are impressed by the powers 
dlspk/rd by the professional bypnotiser 

may safely take it for granted that in ninety- 
nine oases out of a bundnil thoy are the 
victims of clover trickery. Some experi- 
ments recently made by a very able niedi- 
cal man in P«riu proved that the greater 
number of. the "snbjects " who, while in a 
hypnotio state, did such apparently wonder- 
ful thingp, wore im posters. 



THa HYPNOTIC ORAZB. 

The bypaotio crazs is spreading. People 
are getting it into their heads that they can 
be made mere passive toola in the hands of 
persons possessing hypnotio powera. It is 
not hard to foreaee what miaohief this delu- 
sion may do if it should happen to booome 
general. Weak-minded men and women, 
instead of attributing their crimes aud 
vicious acta to their own weakneoa and 
wickedneas, will be perpetually blaming 
thoae with whom they have come in contact 
with being the cause of their ofTenoes againat 
the law and good morals. Some of them 
may believe that what they have 
only imagined has really taken placo, and 
others, through malice or with the object of 
extortion, may acouse innocent persons of 
having influenced them to do wrong. 

Thero ia a good deal of reeemblanoo be- 
tween the hypnotio croza and the delusion 
with reapect to witchoraft that in a former 
age prevailed in some oommaoitlos on both 
sides of the Atlantic. It was in those days 
the witoh whose malign inflaenct was ex- 
erted to injure those whom she disliked or 
who bad ofTtinded her. The delusion was so 
strong that many peoplo really believed 
thomaeivea to be bewitched and, stranger 
still, others became convinced that they 
were endowed with the power to bewitch. 
So firm a hold had the delusion on the minds 
of the people that witchcraft was one of 
the Crimea punishable by law, and witches 
were apprehended for using tho " black 
art," tried, convicted and punished, 

In these days there are many who believe 
that they are the victims of the hypnotlzer, 
and hypnotism has found its way into the 
courts of juatioe. Not long ago a profession- 
al hypnotizer offered his services to the ad- 
ministrators of tho law in the United Stitoa 
and England ton, if wo do not mistake, to find 
out by means of his art whether prisoners 
were or wero not guilty of tho crimes of 
whiub they were accused. The oliicers of 
the law very properly refused to give their 
oountenanoe to what they believed was a 
delusion and to institute a practice which 
was at once iniquitous and dangerous. 

In Minnesota, in the celebrated Ging mur- 
der case, one of tho oriminala — tho ono who 
fired the shot that killed the unfortunuto girl 
— declared thatwhen ho oomn itted the crime 
ho had boon hypnotiztd by Harry Hayward 
and waa not reaponalble for his aots. 

In Wiaconsin the other day a oaae waa 
tried by Judge liiiley in whioh a young 
woman ohurgod a promiuont physician and 
his son with having exorcised an occult in- 
Quenco over her — an iofiuenoe which she 
first felt stealing over her when she was in 
the vicinity of the doctor's reildenoe. The 
judge spoke of the charge in fitting terms 
and throw the case out of court, Ko de- 
clared that no "such damnable outrage as tho 
poraooution of a man for hypnotizing a ycung 
woman for immoral purposes should be per. 
potrated in his court," 

Everyone who thinks mast admit that 
Judge Bailey did right, for if oases of this 
kind are once admitted to bo triable there 
Is no tolling whoro tho iniquity would end, 
Thero would be an epidemic of false aoousa. 
tlon and unjust and absurd punishments 
that would be even worse than the Salem 
witohoraft madness. 

It seems to ua that too mnoh attention is 
paid to hypnotism by poraonB<who give 
Ihcir attention to it, not in tho interests cf 
scioDco, hut aa a singular kind of diversion, 
No godd can oome of this practice of 
hypnotism even for fun. If there Ib 
nothing in ib experimenting. In par- 
lors only helps to spread a mis- 
chievona delusion, and if it is poBsihle 



aNQLISIi AND FRENUH TAXATION 

It must bo a (lontinual aourco of aurprlao 
and wonder to tho roadora of tho Timea to 
discover how little it really knows of those 
subjecta on which it attempts to instruct the 
public. One would have supposed, however, 
that It might have ooonrred to even the edi- 
tor of the Times that a free trade country 
whose expenditures are largo muat have 
aomo source from whioh it derives its 
income when its boaat le that tho 
bulk of its imports are admitted free of 
duty. Yet in ' referring to some unveri- 
fied statistics from France by way of 
Waahiogton it asserts that " the ' patriots ' 
of the Tapper and Montogue type," by 
which wo presume it to moan Liberal. Con- 
Bervatives, " are not able to show that any 
such burdens [fks are levied by direct tax up- 
on the French peoplp] are imposed on the 
people of Free Trade Britain," Kow we re- 
grot that wo are unable to accept the figures 
in tho Washington dispatch as authentic, as 
it would save some trouble in looking tho 
matter up, because wo are convinced that in 
tho first item thero must be a mistake. It 
ia alleged that France's principal sonroe of 
revenue is the stamp tax, whioh is said to 
yield §140,000,000. On conEulting Apple- 
ton'a Eaoyciopodia wo find that in 1800 tho 
estimated roooipta from stamps was 159,- 
797,400 /j-a7ic,'i, or about $:{2, 000,000, Wo 
do not think it possible that ainca 1800 it 
could have increased nearly five times. 
That authority gives France's entire revenue 
for 1890 as SGOO.OOO.OOO, of whioh g90,- 
000,000 only was derived from direct taxa- 
tion, while indirect taxes yielded -J.'S'o.OOO,- 
000, tho balance being received from state 
monopolies, domains and forests and various 
souroes. 

In Great Britain out of a total estim- 
ated revenue for 1894-5 of $470,575,000 the 
direct land tax and houso duty will give 
S12,.f50,000, and tho direct property and in- 
come tax $77,650,000, a total of $90,000,000. 
The stamp tax, which ia collected in Eng- 
land as well aa in France, amounts to $70,-

It befel Alex 
ander Irwin, an I'^ogiish lad about nineteen 
years of age, who was receiving a schooling 
on ttio ship. Oa one fine day when the sea 
was comparatively smooth the boy climbed 
up to tho main topgallant yard and In some 
unaccountahlo wjiy lost bis hold and foil to 
tho deck, a diatiince of about 170 foot. He 
was killed instantly, liis body b^ing bidly 
man^jled. Fur.eral aorviooa wore conduotcd 
and the remains of course were committed 
to the sea. His home was in Liverpool.

short periods, 

Your committee conaidor such a ohange 
inadvisable and not in tho best interests of 
the hoapital, and apart from your commit- 
tee's personal opinion beg to present tho fol- 
lowing extraob from the worli of Mr. Bur- 
detb, the bow aoknowledged authority on 
hoapitala. (See Bardett, vol. Ill, p. 174 ) : 
" Chbcks on BrPBpi*imK.~There oan 
be no doubt that one great oanae of the rela- 
tively large ezpenditnre of metropolitan as 
eompared. with provinolal hospitals arises 
from the eyatem o{ haying aa resident medi- 
cal ofiSoen men who have only jaat quali- 
fied. For thia reaion theae ofBoiala neoea- 
aarily have no admiBlalsratlve experieuoe or 
trainio);, and therefore are not alive to the 
desirability of exercising economy in the 
ordering of medical comforts, extras and ap- 
pliances. They aro uaualiy appointed for 
six months only, and aa it is a great privi- 
lege to secure election, a resident, by the 
traditions of his office, likoa to aignalize his 
tenure by having everything of the beat. 
Hence the ordetlng of dieta especially falls 
largely into the hands of the head nurse, 
who having greater experience uaualiy gets 
everything she wonts ordered for a partiou- 
lar case. In the matter of dressings and 
bandages the extravagance is uaualiy great, 
eapeclttUy at clinioal hoepitala, where the 
students, having no knowledge of their value 
and coat, very frequently waate a good 
deal of material which might and would he 
aaved wore the cases in tho hands of a care- 
ful surgeon or a trained nurse of experience. 
Some idea of the expense of this system 
may bo gathered from the circumstance 
that an irqulry baa shown, that a change 
In the personnel cf the house surgeon or of 
the house physician of a provincial hospital 
means an increaaed expenditure of eome- 
thing like £200 for each new officer. In the 
provincial hoapitala the ayatem ia to appoint 
ft boaae enrKeon or hoaae phyafolan who re- 
maine in ofBoe for from three to five years, 
at the end of which period each of theae 
offioera hopee to be able to engage in praotioe 
in the town or dlatriob where the inatitntion 
ia aitnatod. It followa aa a matter of caarse 
that it ia to the interest of the house sur- 
geon or bouse phyeioian to atudy the econo- 
mical administration of his deper:ment dur- 
ing his term of oUici and to save aa much aa 
posalblo in all directiona. During tho first 
year of office, having little or no experience, 
auch on officar has everything to learn and 
of course bis instruction la gained at the 
expense of the institution to which ho is ap- 
pointed. In proceaa of time those offioera 
come to see that tho patients do equally 
well on simple diet, and that many of them 
lay themsolvoa cut to Beouro extras which 
their cises do not neoensitate. Thia loads to 
a chock being gradually exorcised over the 
whole expondiiuro and to a material reduc 
tion in the coat of each occupied bed. At 
the Sootob hospitals, whore thrift is o pro- 
minent feature of the administration, very 
great oare is exercised in all directions to 
Bscure the muximum of economy throughout 
tho establishment, It cannot be questioned, 
that were the whole of tha medical ataff 
piid, and did the tenure of their appoint- 
ment depend in a measure on the economic- 
al administration of their wards, a saviog 
of at leaat 25 per cent, in the ezpenditnre 
would immediately follow the introdnotion 
of auoh a ayatem. 

The ohairman of yonr oommlttee begs to 
atate that while in London recently he had 
the bonor of a peraonal interview with Mr. 
Bardett tonehiog the matter nnder conaid- 
eration, and he gave it aa the generally 
accepted opinion of tho medical profession 
that such charges aro injudioious. Your 
committee remark that tho reaidont medical 
officer, in additionjto the care of patients, its 
well in the private aa general words, and 
out patients likowiao, and' disponaing of 
drnga, ia responeiblo for tho gonerul ad- 
nuniacrt'.ti'in of tho hoapitul,and tho hiiflpil.nl 
Is fortniiQto in liaviug such an officer who 
diaohargea liia duty with credit to himself 
and to tho inatiiution, and this, too, ia 
borne ont by tho toatimony tf each medical 
gentleman who camo bi fore us. 

NiiKSES AND Ndkrinc; —All medical men 
are agreed that tho nursing in tho hoapital 
ia excellent and that the stafT attends to ita 
rosronaible duties faithfully and well. 

Your committee doairn to express their ap- 
probation of tho admirable Btate of dlsciplinri 
of tho nursing athfl and tho general state cf 
oxcellonco of thia dopartmonc, which is ao 
well managed by tho matron. Your com- 
mittee recommend for conaidoralion the 
quoatioD of making a reduction in tho 
umount paid to nurses during tho period of 
opprentioeahip, but would at the ramo time 
direct attention to the houra of aervioe. 
Opinion ie divided aa to whether it would 
nob he better to employ trained nnraea in 
prelerenoo to probatlonen. Aa matters 
stand, yonr aommittee are of the opinion 
that the preaent ayatem should be oontinned. 
The oommittee adviae the oontlnuanas of 
theaohool and the extension of the studios 
to maternity casea. Yonr oommittee inci- 
dentally have learned that very generally 
the profession entertain tho opinion that an 
eztODsion of tho education of tho Jubilee 
hospital nurses to maternity oases ia advis- 
able and nccoaaary, as well for their 
own welfare aa for that of the 
public, Mnny of tlio gentlemen ex- 
amined oonsidorod that the grounds of the 
Jubiloo hospital would ho the proper place 
for the orootion of a maternity ward in con- 
nection with the hospital, as well for philan- 
thropy, neoeaaity and education.

Wasiiino — Your oommittee observe that 
arrangements have been entered into with 
the corporation for the use of the wash 
houBO at the isolated hospital as it ia be- 
lieved that considerablo saving can be 
tffeoted in thia respect. It would be greatly 
in the interests of the hospital wore it poa- 
Bible .to purchase a steam laundry. 

Drugs and Dkessinos. — It is etatedtbat 
a saving can bo cfTeoted In this department 
by ordering all artioles under this head 
from houses in the Eust, but your oommittee' 
is doubtful aa to the advisability of anoh a 
ohangp. ' 

Dairy —Yonr committee. wa« advlaed 
that beaidee the nndeeirability of keeping 
oons at the hoapital, id ,oonld noli be done 
withoat Ibaa, 

Steward.— Your oommittee made a thor- 
ough inquiry into the system of anppliea for 
thn hospital. The system adopted ia thia : 
With regard to food forpatienta the steward 
is guided by thn daily dlreotlon of tho doctor 
in his diet book, which is divided into four 
htad» ; viz : full diet, half diet, fever diet 
iind farinaoRous, and as to extras 
ordored, and as the steward has the 
diolaiy he knows exactly what is daily 
required. All gooda are ordored by 
rfquieilion signed by the proper authority 
which n;uet bo returned when the goods are 
delivered. On delivery tha gooda aro 
promptly placed in tho store room. The 
steward checks all eui)plio8 and counts and 
wuighs all goods as received, and a correct 
record is kept thereof which is for tho pur- 
pose of checking the accounts. In supplies 
not perishable, no greater quantity Is 
ordered than would be suUiaieuC for one 
month. Before supplies are issued from tho 
store room a requisition is given to the 
steward, who also keepn a daily record of 
what la issued to tho kitchen for tho use of 
patients and that of the atulf, bo that a com- 
plete check ia kept. TheBtew.ird dlsohargsa 
hia duties tfBoiently. Apperjdad hereto ie 
a statement of supplies for the year. 

STAKr. — The wotking stiiff onnsista of the 
foUowirg : Resident medical officer, matron,, 
eeureiary, eleven nurses, two probatiouera, 
one cook, one ateiatant oook, two honee 
maids, four ward maids, one male norae, one 
furnace man, one porter, one kitchen help. 
The aalariea amonnt to $681 80 per month. 

FnuE Pboteocion.— Your oommittee be^ 
to direct attention to the preaent inanffioient 
proteotion of the hoapital from fire.. ,The ooati 
during the anrnmer montbi for eoal oil varies 
from $30 to $40. and for bnrnera, wleka and 
ohimnies $5 to $6 ; and during the winter 
months the coat for ooal oil varies from fiS 
to $55, and for bnrnera, wioka and 
ohimnies $6 to $8. The hospital is not pro- 
vided with gas or electric light. The atten- 
tion of tho Mayor and Corporation, on their 
recent visit, was prominently called to this 
fact, and your committee feel cocfident that 
tho Mayor and Corporation will take early 
action in this matter. Your commlttso 
understand that the Mayor and Corporation 
have given an order to put in a main from 
the Mount Tolmie road into tho quadrangle 
and place a hydrant. 

Cost — About a year ago tho coat per pa- 
tient was $1 o6. This amount has been 
gradusUy reduced and at the time of tak- 
ing evidence at the hospital tho resident 
medical officer demonstrated that the coat 
per patient was about $1 14 per diam. 
With lower prices the Eistern hoepi- 
tala average about 91c, per diem, lo 
that taking everything into consid- 
eration no oompiaint can be found with 
the coat of maintenance at onr hoapital. 
Every precaution is taken by the staff to 
protect tho hospital against any approaoh to 
extravagance. The steward ie a thoroughly 
reliable man, and looks oloiely after the dif- 
ferent tradesmen's biili. The chief soaroe 
of loaa is due to patient! admitted aa free 
patients who impose on the hospital by eon- 
oealing the faot of their being entitled to 
club or sooiety benefits or able to pay. The 
committee reoommend that a proper set of 
qnestions be printed on the ticket of admis- 
sion, ao u to MMrtein tlie faot whether the 
patient is entitled to any benefits or has 
ability to pay. The annual "amonnt con- 
tributed by the city of Victoria ia too amall 
in oompariaon with the number of city 
patienta admitted and doea not oover the 
coat, aa will be leen by the following state- 
ment ;

Yonr committee note with aatitfikotion 
that the corporation haa obtained the necea- 
aary legislative authority at the last eeesion 
for tho imposition of a rate for health pur- 
poaes, and reoommend that the corporation 
bi waited upon with a view of obtaining a de- 
cided iiicreaso in the amount of its annual grill t 
for tho care and keep of tha city's siok poor, 
subject to such terms aa may bo aijreed 
upon. Another sourco of expeneo is tho 
oaro of chronic cases. Although the rules 
forbid that such caeeo should bn oared for in 
the hospital tho diroctora feel, from motives 
of humanity and from tho fuel that no insti- 
tution oxiatc for the caro c f such caees, that: 
theso casus should remain and not bo turned 
away, until the homo at Kamloopa ia ready. 

In thia connection your committee have 
had under aetiousIconBideratlon the fact that 
our infectious disease ward is fully oooupled 
by these incurable or partly aonvAlesoant 
cases, and that in the event of having to oare 
for diphtberio or other infeotioun ombb we 
ahonld be placed at a serious disadvantage. 
We note that tho adjoining bui'dings built 
by the city for contagious disoBsea aro fortu- 
nately not at present rrquirod for that par- 
pose, and it is suggested that some of them 
be utilizedfor Jubilee hospital work, keeping 
in view, however, the object for which they 
were originally designed. It ia, therefore, 
recommended that an effort be made to com- 
plete arrangemonte with the oivio authorities' 
whereby the heavy outlay incurred in baild- 
ing the isolation hospital be turned to im- 
mediate and useful parpoaea, Icobiog alao to 
an agreement by which tho isolation hoapital 
oould be placed nnder the aupervisioa of 
the hospital ataff, and tbua Smaintain that 
hoapital in a condition of readinesa to roooive 
any olasa of contagious disease at a moment's 
notice. 

DiiAiNAOE. — Your oommitteo havo not 
lost eight of this very important question,, 
and wero advised of a scheme for the proper 
drainage of the hospital, bob as tho matter 
i.^ now rocoiving attention at the hands of 
tha corpo'atiou yonr committee make no 
farther report. 

Your committee note that the hoaplbal 
irae built according to moat approved mod- 
ern prinoiples, and is a prnpsriy, scientifi- 
cally oondaoted hoapital, and haa to be kept 
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•o. Its preienti high itnte of eiBoieooy and 
inrctical reputation is, in a great meaBure, 
due to the skill and attention of Dr. Davie, 
Should the hospital be deprived of the hearty 
peonniary support of all clasaes yonr aom- 
mittee beg to point onb with alarm and 
tegreb the taoapital may ba compelled to close 
its doora. 

Your committoe would state that the fol 
iowiog oompUinta are made : 

1. Thaii a free patient sonb to the hospital 
ii lost to the practitioner. 

2. That the same thing applies when the 
patient is able to pay SlU par week in tbo 

3. That in both cases no invitation is oz 
tended to the practitioner sending suoh 
patient to bo preaenb irhta an bpscation will 
be parformed, nor ii he invited to viaib the 
patient, 

4: That it la unfair to the profession nen 
erally that the staff should be limited ; as, 
1. Id enables the medical men in charge to 
enjoy an advantage over their fellovr praoti 
tionera ; and 2 ' duoh a ayatem deprives 
them of hoapital practice. 

Your oommibtoa areof opinion thabtbe firab 
three heada of oomplainb can ba answered, 
that AB the profeaalonal gentlemen In charge 
are reaponaible to. the board for the proper 
treatment of that clasa of caaea, and for the 
wholesome vendition of the hospital, it is 
only right and proper that the medio&l m«n 
of the hospital should have sole control 
And oeoondly, that if the medical goatleman 
who Bouda a patient to the hospital should 
desire to visit the patient the profeaaional 
gentleman iu oharge of the particular ward 
would bo only too happy to allow him to 
accompany him on his rounds or by pormia- 
aion of the resident medical oiilcor to soo the 
patient. If the profeseional gentleman 
sending the pullent would make a request In 
writing to bo notiQed when aaoh padent is 
to be dealt with his reqaest would be cheer 
folly hcceded to. . 

The fourth complaint la one to which your 
oommitteo has paid special actontion, and 
has requested each medloal man to present 
suoh u scheme as would, in his opinion, 
satisfy the profession and thus popularizs 
thomBslves, and as they say through them 
the hoapital, at it ia contended thatinoougs 
quenoe of the present ayatflm aome of the 
medical profesaion do not and will nob send 
their pay patients to the Jubilee hoapital — 
and thia they assert aerlously Interferes with 
the revenue. In this connection your com- 
mittee direct attention to the statement of 
revenue attached hereto. 

Your Bommitteo would report that as there 
exists such a, serious dilToronce of opinion in 
the profession itielf with reference to a aya- 
tem which would meet with the general 
Approval of patients and commend Itself to 
the profeaaion and to the sick In tho hos- 
pital, yonr committee believe It will be 
judiclona to place before you the various 
proposala to ahow the difiSonlt natnro of the 
task entrusted to your oonimittea : 

(a ) Somn, without admlbtiog the neces- 
sity for chuEK9, submit that if an aaaiatant 
•r associate to the surgeon and phyaloian 
were added, that would be all tliat la neoea- 
aary^to be elected annually. 

(6 ) Others again submit that as no dis- 
tinction is made in the profession In active 
practice the visiting staff should consist of 
ail medical men, who should hold ofHce for 
periods of two montht, without keeping; the 
surgical and medical profeaaiona aeparate, :o 
ba elected annually. 

(c ) Others submit that there should bo 
three phyaioians and three surgeona (twelve 
in all) holding office half yearly in alternate 
quarters, to be elected annnally, keeping 
the professions separate. 

[d ) Others again malntalnnd that twelve 
medical men should be appointed, each one 
attending to the work of the hospital for one 
month. 

(c ) Others again — 
(1. ) That tho staff conalab of : 
(a ) A coDB'jiting staff. 
(b ) Two Bonior and two junior aurgeons, 
two senior and two junior phyelclans, oon 
list and anrist. 

(c ) Resident medical officer. 
(2.) That no appointment be permanent; 
(3 ) That the senior men shonld be appoint 
ed trt-annaally, and that they be always 
eligible for re-election ; 

(4 ] That the junior men be appointed 
annnally, and that they be eligible for only 
two anccesaive years ; 

(5 ) Oonliat and aarlat andor the same 
oondltlona aa aenior man ; 

(6 ) Seniora to be oonaulted on the appoint- 
ment of jaDiora ; 
(7 ) Poats to be advertised when vacant ; 
(8. ) Sargioal and medical visits to be paid 
at fixed hoara aa far as poaaible ; 

(9 ) Praotitionera having pay patienta in 
public ward may be attended by private 
physician ; 

(10 ) Junior men to act as registrars ; 
(II.) Chloroformist. 

(/■ ) Another auggoation would bu to add 
a department of gynecology, but make no 
other chaage in the staff. 

) Another auggeation waa made to add 
an uBiioci:^te and registrar to each depart- 
mont. 

Patholixust. — The profession ondorao the 
appoialmt'ut of a pathologist, through whose 
services it is coniideatly oipeoted a patho- 
logical Liboratory will bo created, which 
will bo of grcut bunefit to tho profession. 

Your committee wish to remind tho board 
that in tho first prcamblo to tho act of In- 
corporation il; is stated that, " the form of 
memorial most appropriate to tho object in 
▼few, (viz., u 'substantial and permanent 
monument should be erected as a fittirg 
memorial of the Jubilee year of Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria's reigo) would be an hoapit&l 
for the relief of the aicU and maimed, poa- 
aesslog all modern appliances neceasnry for 
the effective treatment of disease and for tho 
comfort of the inmates." 

Your committee ia of opinion that former 
boards have had as an object in view " the 
relief of thu Hiolt and mainied," and in proof 
of this cubmit the following statement, 
showipf^ tho \rork done since tho hospital 
opened its deora : 



is in the beet intereata of the hoapital that 
should any alteration take place in the vis- 
iting atug it should be in the aame direction 
aa has hitherto been the rule, and that in- 
stead of the hospital being thrown open to 
the whols of the profooaion for hospital 
practice (with general lack of responsibility) 
the branches of the professions ahould be 
kept ooparate as at present and strongly 
recommead tho following scheme for ac- 
csptoncs, viz : by tho appointment forth- 
with of : 

SoilGlCAl, — 1 Burgeon, 1 aaiooiato sur- 
geon, I registrar for surgloal department. 

Medical — 1 physician, 1 ossooiate physi- 
olr.n, 1 registrar for medical department. 

Ouo ouulisb and aurist, one pathologist. 

The present resident medical officer. 

Tho consulting staff to consist of senior or 
experienced practitioners not to exceed six 
in number, 

The whole to bo elected annually. 

C0NCLU.SI0N3 —1. That tho suggestion of 
extravagance ia without foundation. 

2 That every effort by the hoapital au- 
thorities haa been and ia made to issep 
down the expenditure, and the oommittee ia 
nnable to find where any catting down can 
be usefallydone wIthoat*injurIng ita tffiol- 
•noy. 

3 That tho majority of the profession is 
in favor that so far as the relief of the aick 
is concerned, no improvomeOt npoD the 
system adopted by the hospital oan be sug- 
gested. 

4. That tho branehea of the profeasion 
should be kept diatinot. 

It only remains for your committee to 
thank eaoh one of tho professional gentle- 
men and other wltoeeaee for attending bo- 
f )re your cammittoo, and for tho fulness of 
their evidence.

Dr. Bichardsou Considers He Was Un- 
justly Treattd - Ladies' Auxiliary 
Ask lor Advice. 



Long Expected Report ou Hospital 
Management Presented— Wliat 
. tbe Doctors Tliiuk. 



A lengthy meeting waa held by the Ju- 
bilee hoepital board last nighty Xheice.were 
present Mr. Joshua Davies, president, in 

the chair, and Messrs. A. Wilson, W. M. 
Chudley, H. D. Heimoken, M.P.P., T. 
Crimp, I. Bravorman, Cbarles Hayward, J. 
S. Yatea, F. B. Pomberton, John Braden, 
M.P.P., and W. H. Ellis. 

The looal branch of the British Medioal 
Aeaoclabion were granted the nse of a room 
to hold their meetings. 

In regard to tho discuasion th\b came up 
at a former meeting about Chinese patienta 
Impoaing on the hoapital, the following let- 
ter from Dr. Klohardaon was read. 

"Gentlkmkm: — Observing in the report 
of your meeting that I am aoouaed of fur- 
niahiog erroneous information to the visiting 
committee when diecueaiog with them the 
admiadon of Chineao patisntp, I am bound in 
duty to myself to correct that impression. I 
did not give inoorroot information nor seek to 
convey a false impresaion. Oat of tbe 
thirteen Chinese patients admitted since 
October, 1803, ( <Then Dr. Lang began prao- 
tislng in the oily) eleven were free and two 
were pay. Of these eleven free patients, 
three were granted admieaion on recommen- 
dation of Dr. Lang, one on a certificate from 
Dr. Davie after conauitation with Dr. Lang 
^on the caae. Of the other aeven oaaea one 
practitioner aenb two and five othera ono 
each. Aa a matter of faot the atatement I 
made offnand to tho committee, that more of 
tho free casea appeared to oomo through Dr. 
LEkng than anyone else waa correct. It was 
necessary during the conversation to make 
use of names and I regret that ao much 
publicity has been given the matter and ao 
much ill feeling aroused. Having placed 
mo unjustly in a false position I truat you 
will correct the atatement made lo promi- 
nent in the presa and give tbe correction the 
game publicity. 

(Signed) " Dr W. A, Richardson, 

" Reaident Medical Oflicor." 

Mr. Yates, In his dtfenoe of the commit- 
tee, stated that the impression the commit- 
tee got from Dr. Kiohardson waa that most 
of the patients complained had been sent by 
Dr. Ling. He might have meant that Dr. 
Lang sent more than any othor single doc- 
tor, but the committee understocd that ho 
had meant the majority had been sent by 
Dr Lane. 

Mr. Wilson considered Mr. Yates' ex- 
planation simply hair-splitting, while the 
Chair thought the committee had acted 
somewhat hastily. 

Mr. Hayward held that tbe committee 
were to blame for aoting without making a 
proper investigation, 

Tho letter was filed. 

An important report waa that of the con- 
sulting and visiting medical ataff, to whom 
the qaeation of tbe oatdoor department had 
been referred. It waa to the following 

efTect : 

Ab a meeting of the coaaulting and visit- 
ing atafif it was reaolved that wheroaa it haa 
been found on reference to the record of tho 
outdoor department that at leaat half of 
tho patients treated were in oircum- 
itancea that ahould enable them to 
pay for advice and medicine and that the 
others would have been examined and 
treated gratuitously by any of the visiting 
or consulting stafT of the hoapital at their 
own oiiicos ; and whereaa we conaider that 
an outdoor department ia a neodleaa expenao 
to the hoapital and likely further to incroaae 
the abaae of charity : Reaolvfid that an out- 
door department ia considered unneoeaaary 
and that no ciaea, excepting those of emer- 
gency, ahould be treated outside the warda 
of I lie hoapital. 

The report was referred to the committee 
of the month, they to report at next ineet- 
inf?. 

Dr. Blobardson reported that he bad re- 
faaed to admit » man named Murray becauae 
he oonld be treated as an oatdoor p«tient 
perfectly well, and in the second plaise the 
man's name was not that on tbe admission 
oard prestntedi Referred to the committee 
of the month to report. 

The committee of the month reported 
among other things that tho hospital was in 
good order and that tho city would likely 
aoon put in water pipes for tiro protection. 
Tho Wint of a aufo was called attention to. 

Tlie President's ofTijr of free use of a safe 
for six montha wua accepted with thanks 
and the report adopted. 

On behalf cf tho special committee who 
mot the ladies' auxiliary, the Preaident 
stated that tho ladies wanted to dovote their 
attention to some special objeot instead of 
having their contributions got into the 
general fund-i of the hospital. Tho ladies 
liad oxprtaaod a deairo to devote their tfTjrts 
to a froo ward for ladies and children, but 
on tho committee's suggestion were agree- 
able to have a female and ohildren'a ward 
whpre patienta ahould pay $10 a week. 

Mr. Yates as a member of the oommittee 
explained that the ladiea have pointed out 
that interest is digging bocaubo there is 
nothing to show aa a result of tho ladiea' 
work. Their objeot is to help tho hoapital 
and they wanted to consult tho beard aa to 
I ho best meana to adopt, He favored the 
idea of the ladiea getting up a fund to build 
a female and chjidcon's ward as apokon of 
by the president. 

Mr. Wilson supgoated that it would bo 
well if tho ltd es' auxiliary would oo-opor- 
ato with tho ladiea' committee, who are 
already woiking to eoouro a laun(iry for tho 
institution. 

Mr. Ellis Buggested that tho lailioa could 
look oapeoially after tho prreent ward for 
women and children and provid-j funds to 
help carry it on. The hoapital, ho pointed 
iiut, is already in debt and ib would 
be a mistake to atarb another ward at 
present 

Mr, 'Helmukon pointed out that there 
were dlUioultim In tho way of building a 
nnw ward, though he was anxious to boo 
the ladies work for Bomo well defined 
aotiemo. 

Mr, Wilaon auggeated a maternity ward 
or an admitting room for the cxttminalion of 
now patienta. 

Mr, Chudley opposed a maternity ward 
aa not part of a general hoapital. 

Mr. Yatea, seaonded by Mr, Brsvprman, 
moved that the ladies be thanked and ad- 
vised that they devote their tflfjrts tqwards 
a ward to receive females and children at 
SIO por week ; or foe an4dmitting room for 
tho examination of patients prior to admis- 
sion to tho hospital. 

Mr, Hayward painted onfc that even at 
$10 a week for pationta the ward would bo 
a aourco of expenao to tho hospital, aup an 
extra drag that the hospital oouidnob ufford 
to stand, 

Mr. Hayward, acoondod by Mr. Ellis, 
moved in amendment to Mr. Yatos' motion, 
that the matter be tabled with a view of ar. 
ranging a scheme wiiereby the energies of
